Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 1040, April 21 at 0613, Cuban-style discussion mentioning 
Guantanamo, with WHO nulled, so assumed is the only CM on 1040: CMCL, 
10 kW, Radio Mayabeque, GUines, Mayabeque. Mayabeque is a rather 
obscure province just east and south of Habana between it and Matanzas 
[killings]; in fact it did not exist until 2011:

11850 happens to be a DW 
frequency for three daily broadcasts in Hausa, one ending at 1900, the 
next not until 0630. One thing for sure, if it’s DW, it can't be 
transmitted from Germany's last major SW site, Nauen; these are 
scheduled via ISSoudun where maybe they forgot to turn it off 3+ hours 
ago? Or QRX for latest flap about Euro football? Or maybe a very late 
silly ball game after midnight, which seems to be the main purpose of 
one of two languages remaining from DW on KW; the other? Amharic

xx GUATEMALA. 4055, still off, but received this update that they are

Weak carrier seems to be on, but CNR is still 
audible past 1802, when I conclude IRRS is not on at all. It does cut 
on at *1807:26, before which the new program must have long begun. No 
modulation audible until weakly at 1811:06, undermodulated talk. So 
the startup situation at this secret site is worse than ever. 


IRRS sked now shows for Monday 2000-2100 CET: *‘EGR - Gospel4Grampian 
Radio’*, per its own website, outgrowth of a mere podcast. Grampian is 
a region in NE Scotland around Aberdeen. Occupies the whole hour, so 
Shortwave Report is also replaced. By 1833 recheck, modulation has 
improved to readable, if one cared to.

Webpage has listen 
linx to it and 3 other sibling stations, so not simulcasting? 


And WHAS, 5 Hz SAH cut back on by *0416. Off again by 0422*. WHAS on 
again for a few seconds at *0424 - etc., etc.? Not listening closely 
after that, but WHAS back on to stay by 0500 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 920, April 21 at 0610 UT, George Noury giving personalized 
ID for KVEL 104.5 & 920, as C2CAM then resumes with a silly 
numerologist. KVEL is in Vernal, NE UT, U2 5/1 kW, but night pattern 
is to the NE, ~nil thisawayx. It’s as strong as dominator KYFR 
Shenandoah in SW IA, mutually nullable, NW vs NE. KYFR does have a 
tight nightlobe aimed thisaway~*. 


Therefore suspect KVEL be on ND day pattern if not also day power. 
I’ve heard it before with same suspicions, but not lately. 104.5 is, 
you guessed it? A mere translator, K283BN. Note to E2L editors: 
**thisaway’* is slang, not separable into this and away. Likewise its 
antonym, thataway (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 1329+, April 21 circa 0600 UT, nothing of the unID het noted 
24h ago; but the two major off-frequencies are still audible, 1319.7 
from North Carolina, and stronger 1540.2 from Georgia. These stick out 
during a full MW bandscan (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x VANUATU [and non]. 11835, April 15 at 0626, 3 x 3945 R. Vanuatu 
with talk in Bislama, S5-S6 better than usual; also JBA on 7890 = 2 x 
3945. No sign of co-channel China on 11835. At 0632, NZ inbooming 


$94+10/20 on 11725 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx VANUATU. 7260, April 16 at 0520, JBA carrier, probably R. Vanuatu. 
I’ve never had a good log of it on this fundamental, unlike the 


11835 harmonic3, where there is nothing yet; but at 0604, 11835 is on 
with talk, S4-S7, and 7890 harmonic2 a JBA carrier. This implies that 
7260 switch to 3945 circa 0600, as Ron Howard has observed (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) see also NIGERIA 


xx VANUATU. 7260, April 17 at 0557, JBA presumed R. Vanuatu X1 about 
to QSY? Nothing yet on X3 11835. 7260 cuts off at 0559:05*, and in the 
few seconds it takes me to retune to 11835, that frequency is already 
activated by 0559:25, with much better S4-S9 signal, continuous YL 
Bislama talk, and no news theme heard. 3945 X2 on 7890 is JBA carrier; 
X4 on 15780 unheard yet (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x VANUATU [and non]. 7260, April 18 at 0542, JBA carrier probably R. 
Vanuatu; but overshadowed by stronger carrier on 7261 -- that could 
just be a ham instead of LSB. At 0558 I’m QRX for next frequency 11835 
to pop on, 3945 X 3, and so it does at *0559:45, but it’s also only 
JBA carrier tonight; NZ has also just started 11725 which is weaker 
than usual, only S4-S7 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx ZAMBIA. 5915, April 19 at 0518, weak music with no QRM; could it be 
ZNBC Radio 1 this late? Yes, barely, Lusaka LSR was 0415, and nothing 
else scheduled (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Trans-Atlantic JBA MW carrier search, April 16 at 
0234-0240: 531(2), 576, 594, 621(2), 639(2), 657(2), *684, 711, 765,

963, 999, 1044, 1053, 1089, 1098(2), 1107(2), 1125(2), 1152, *1215(2), 
1224, 1305(2), 1413, 1503, 1584(2). xstrongest. (2) at least two 
carriers beating (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Non-thoro quick spin thru MW for JBA Trans-Atlantic 
carriers, April 19 at 0222 UT finds: 684, 774(2), 855(2), 1125, 
1134(2), mostly fitting Spain (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 1329.030 kHz, April 20 at 0556 UT, almost-1-kHz het 
below 1330.0 stations, measured here. Nothing anywhere nearly that low 
in mwoffsets. Not, of course, a region 1/3 9-kHz channel. Fades a bit 
so unseems local device (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 2182-USB, April 15 at 0613 UT, YL making a call, no 
reply heard. I bandscan across here every night, but hardly ever hear 
anything on this once-major calling/distress channel. Must stop and 
sit on it for longtime (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 4738-4744, April 17 at 0612, some kind of utehash over 
this range, no central carrier; first sounds somewhat musical, as if a 
pirate, but can't get it to resolve anywhere by USB or LSB tuning. 
Strong S9+10, nonesuch heard before, atop CODAR swishes. Probably US 
military (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 6935-LSB, April 19 at 0053, lengthy 2-way conversation 
QRMing pirate on 6930-USB. Intonation sounds Brazilian, but don’t 
understand the words, language unknown (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
